The problem of Kuppoit confrontlnj,' 
universities of Camida today are many 
and Hcrloue, according to It.

Iiave leiidlly 
and naturally llie enlhui-iaslic Kni)i)ori 
of their powerful conslitiionciej?," ."iaid 
Dr. Taylor. "An liiHlltuUon suci) as 
C'uecn'8, situated most advantageous- 
ly In a quiet country town, suffers 
from tho lack ot powerful local .sup- 
IKirl. A grîat national iinlverKitj' lia.s 
been cr«itcd which 1p largely depoiici- 
ant tupon the liberality of n gr.iduato 
iMdy not rich and scattered' throughout 
the whole continent. Tho problem of 
Kupport Is made more acute in these 
d.ays by Income tax and death duties. 
Indeed If the slate in to tal<ç ."o Inrgo 
a proportion of tho wo.Tllh created by 
the community, tho state must in- 
creaiilngly gl%'c back, in ;jupport of 
education, n share of that wealth.

■ "All these things are combining lit 
the creation of a genuinely serious 
problem for nearly nil universities to- 
day for tuition charges show little al- 
teration from the .Mtandiirds of years 
ago. .,v,s a matter of fact, the studeni 
does not pay his tuition u lialf ol 
It costs his university to tc.acli hliii; 
In' Komo studios 't Is not nearly oiie- 
httlf. 

"Having this fact :iIonc In mind, ono 
in.ay well indeed wonder how univer- 
sities exist at all. Increase of tuition 
fees Is not the solution. Some slight 
Incraose. might be made, but they 
would not npproach a solution, while

It 
is cla'niod too, that certain ruins near 
Harrar are of Celtic. origin and hewn 
out of solid cliffs and dating 700 or so 
IÎ.C. AI.so there is much big game 
hunting in prospect and unusually 
'■plendld opporlun ties for the study, of 
the varied bird life of Abynsinla. In 
addition to all ^his, the unexpected 
discoveries are of course often .the 
most import.ant."

The Conference of RcpresentatliHîS 
of the student bodies ot Csmadian Uni- 
versities held its first .session In the 
McGIll Union, on Tuesday, December 
2Sth, at 11 A. M. The Conference was 
for the purpose ot going fully Into the 
advisability of forming a National 
Federation of Canadian Students, and 
delegates were present from nearly all 
the Universities of Canada. 

l-'oUowIng the reglstriitlon of reprc 
aentatlvcs, the, first session was taken 
up with the appointment of a Chair- 
man and a secretary for the Confer- 
ence, Mr. E. H. Wilson of the Univer- 
sity of Alberta being elected Chairman 
and .Mr. M. K. Kenhy.'of " the Unlver- 
.sity of Toronto, Secretary. Mr. B. C 
Antaron on behalf oÇ the student body 
of McGHl University, welcomed the 
delegates, and Mr. G. F. Bannerman 
announced that all the delegates were 
invited to a dinner and dance to be 
felven at the .McGlll Union on Thurs 
day evening. 

An agenda had been prepared pre- 
viously, to which a suggestion brought 
forward' by Mr. Curtisif' was added 
The suggestion was that white dealing 
with the exchange at scholarships and 
the transfer of students, the Confer- 
ence might also approve of an Inves 
ligation of university curricula, to 
make it clear what courses a student 
must lake at one university to avoid 
losing a year in case of transfer to an- 
other university. 

The real work of the Conference was 
Introduced by Mr. N. A. MacKenzIe, 
Assistant Legal Advisor to the inter 
national I.,abor Rureau, League of Na 
lions, now professor ot International 
Law at the University of Toronto. .Mr. 
.MocKonzIe briefly outlined the his- 
tory of the National Union of Students' 
Movement; Its operation In Rngland, 
.South Alrica and on the continent, and 
the purpose It serves in these coun- 
tries. Hit mentioned the meellngs of 
the National Union of Kngland and 
Wales, lield in London in 1924, the 
Czech Union at Prague; the Warsaw 
Conferejjce, and reviewed the work of 
the Commltteo of reprotfenlatives of 
International student unions called by 
the League. Mr. MacKenale empliaized 
that such a Unloii must be the work 
of students and must' come from stu- 
dents. 

The speaker felt that there were cer- 
tain fundamental things a Union might 
do. These he divided Into two gio-ups, 
national and International. Ono of the 
greatest defects In Canadian life Is 
the Eoctlonalism,— the country being 
divided by racial geographical and 
economic barriej-s. wWch must be 
overcome if Canada is to realize itself 
fully. A Union which must be non- 
sectarlan, non-racial, would help to 
deal with this situation. Owing to Its 
geographical position the Internation- 
al responsibility of Canada is very 
groat, and if a Union could offer 
some assistance in solving Internation- 
al difficulties, then Mr. MacKenzlc be- 
lieved its existence was warranted. 
But he emphalzed the need of organi- 
zing it 071 a snjall scale at first. 

A few more detailed ideas which 
might bo taken up by auol]' a Union in 
connection with I ^ International pro- 
gram wore rovlev.-tU. 

There was the International Fed- 
eration under I'rof. Zinimernian at 
Geneva, Us organizer was very keen 
on Canadian students forming some 
organization with a view to taking 
part " in international problenifl and 
affiliating with the International 
Federation. The League of -Nations 
needs the Intolligcnt co-oporatlon from 
Unlvorsities. A . Canadian Union 
might foster both ideas by hovlng a 
.travelli,qg.ï secretaryi working, lit copr 
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In regard to student .sholarshlps, 
MacKcnzio outlined the suggestion of 
Mr. II;iblclit, of Switzerland, provid- 
ing for an exchange of scholarships 
between the United States And Svvll- 
Kerlai'td. About ten of'these cxclitinr;ca 
have already boon arranrcil, the Uni- 
vcrsltles Involved foregcjlng their tees, 
the College .socicUes lookln.i^ after the 
HtudentB. and introducing them to 
their respective national life. The 
Oovcrtinient and liirgo Induntrlcs are 
also being asked to c(r-operate by 
providing work and assistance. Some- 
thing of this sort might have Its l)one- 
flts if arranged between Canada .ind 
European nations. Other dnt.alted 
work of a Canadian union might in- 
volve half fares for students, iiass- 
port vlacs, providing entertainment 
for visiting European students and so 
on. The chief obstacles to a Canadian 
organization would bo the long dis- 
tances .and the sparsimess of the pop- 
ulation, which might overb.alance the 
benefits to bo» derived from its for- 
mation. 

The Chah-mnn, In commenting on 
Mr. MacKcnzie's address emphalzed 
the need of such an organization to 
promote closer co-operation and uii- 
dcrstndlng amongst the universities 
of , Canada. 

Mr. Oliver tell that the. Union In 
South Africa would have many of the 
same problems, particularly with re- 
spect to distances . and nparscness of 
population, as would occur In Canada, 
and he asked Mr. M.-icKcnzie for any 
Information ho could give about the 
Soutli African Union. This organiza- 
tion was explained. The South Afri- 
can Union has been admitted to the 
International Federation, and recent- 
ly sent about two hundred .students 
to Europe on a tour. The problem of 
distance and population ezUts, but 
they feel they have an opportunity to 
help bridge the gap between the now 
Nationals and the old South African, 
thus promoting union. Their admin- 
istration was probably in the hands 
of a w-ldo paper executive and a 
small centralized working executive. 

Mr. MacKenzIe did not believe that 
there wa.i any danger of a conflict In 
the aims and work of the Student 
Christian Association and the pro- 
po.sed National Union. Any overlap- 
ping that might occur, could bo set- 
tled by defining boundaries. The most 
Important and mcist 'practical 'side of 
be (luestlon, in Sfr. MacICcnzle's 
mind, was whether benefits derived 
would balance the trouble and ex- 
pense the organization would Involve. 
That was a question to face. 

In answer to a question from Mr 
Curtis, Mr MacKenzIe explained how 
tho Unions in different countries 
were financed; In Great Britlan by 
contributions collected by' the execu- 
tives; in C«echo,-8lovakla, largely by 
gcrvernment support; the Congress at 
Warsaw was very largely financed 
by the Polish government; In some 
countries by student contribution; 
so much per organisation. The con- 
tributions to the Confederation In- 
tenatlonal Ktudltuis- were- on a per 
capita basis. 

The Conference then proceeded to 
weigh tho advantages of a Union to 
the Individual universities, agninst 
the difficulty of organlution and fi- 
nance. The problem of distance arose. 
It was agreed that tho week end con- 
ference, as favoured by the ISngllsh 
Union W.1S impossible In Canada. The 
situation ill South Africa seemed 
moBt analogous— where the organi- 
zation consisted of a general execu- 
tive, meeting once a year und a wwk- 
Ing executive In a centralized dis- 
trict. However, It was considered that 
.1 yearly meeting was neither possi- 
ble nor essential In Canada, where 
the greater part of the work might be 
done by correspon(leiioe, agenda and 
investigation. 

It was suggo.sfed that some form of 
a Self-help commltteo might be 
formed for purchasing medical and 
scientific nslrumcnts at lower cost. 

Mr. Bannerman believed that one 
meeting every four years— an acad- 
emic generation— might be a good 
idea, but he was of the opinion that 
the whole question of time of ineetlng 
and organization hinged on practical 
questions such aa reduced railway 
fares. Mr. "VVIlspn agreed with this 
statement and further asserted that 
this one item above, of reduced rail- 
way fares for students, would he auf- 
ticient to gain for the Union the ap- 
proval of the University . of Alberta. 

Fallowing a short' recess, tho Con- 
ference resumed, business by discuss- 
ing the possible advantages to Cana- 
dian students of a National Union 
under certain definite heads aa out- 
lined In the agenda. (I) "Promotion 
of understanding and exchange , of 
Ideas between ' eastern, central and 
western university sections of Can 
ada." Mr Mollina of Acadia Univer- 
sity, expressed the opinion of the 
Maritime Universities. He saw the 
difficulty In financing, but realized 
the need for a Union If It did not In- 
volve too much expense. He hoped 
something could bo done to further 
the spirit of good will and co-opera- 
tion amo-pif Canacjlan students

cause debating and uthletla. . activi- 
ties were already, well organized, but 
he realized the Vidvantages It might 
provide for the extreme east or west. 
Mr. Amaron. of McOlll, spoke 
of his lengthy discussions with the 
Imperial debaters on tho occasion of 
thblr visit lo Canada a year ago. At 
that time he had endeavoured to us- 
cortaln from them, tin; lasting bono- 
fits of a Union, for ho considered 
cheap tniii.tportatloii, cheap Instru- 
ments, etc. only tomporary, and as fur 
ns he could Judge a Union such us 
that advocated by the Imperial repro- 
Hcntatlvcs; had no very lasting bene- 
fits or motives. There was racialism In 
South Africa and India; it might be 
the samo In Canada. .Would the Union 
see problems everywhere in the world 
and ignore thn,' problum . at homo, as 
evidenced by < the French culture in' 
Quebec, the Jewish problem ivnd the 
Japanese problem? WouW the Union 
Ignore these matters, declaring them 
to be outside the province of a .stti- 
dont organization, pr w;ould .It on-; 
deavuur to do . Hum.cthing worth 
while? Would the Union create a 
consciousness and. come to grips 
with vital thingM,or would it concern 
Itself entirely with cheap text-books 
.md cheap tours, which should , be 
mere by-producfs. 

That It was the desire of the Uni- 
versity of Toronto to become closer 
acquainted with French-Canadian 
MludcntH, was expressed by Mr. Ban- 
nermnn, and anything which wouM 
further this, would be welcomed by 
roronta. ' ' • • 

Whether a closer union of univer- 
sities for debating and sport could be 
consumated was questioned by Mr. 
Molllns.- The Maj-ltlmc district was 
Isolated, the central and western dis- 
tricts had their own deb.atjng . (ind 
athletic activities; the small 'colleges 
would not provide opposition for lar- 
ger colleges, and the expense would 
be great. 

Mr. Oliver, of the University of 
British Columbia, described inler- 
universlty organization on tho Pa- 
cific Coast, particularly the Associa- 
tion of Pacific Student Presidents,' 
which met once a yefir for discussion 
of problems and was kept In touch 
with e.Hch University by quarterly 
reports. Mr. Oliver fell that on ac- 
count of tho lack of a Canadian or- 
ganization, the University of British 
Columba was gradually losing con- 
tact with Ctinadlan universities, a 'islt- 
uatlon they woro anxious to-" avoid. '

Yet in spite of thi.o the world ■was 
drifting to shipwreck. Every country 
was in debt, and going deeper. Na- 
tions must' be bound together more 
closely. .\clIoii must not be fk'laye<1. 
or the lone-fe.ired break would come. 
.MUltarlsni could not he «lestrovcd by 
force of arms. The only effective po- 
licy W!i« a change of heart throughout 
the world. ' 

I'he Le.'igue of Natlomi. Sir George 
hoped, would in time hecome so strong 
than no nutlon dare to pursue policlcs 
dotriniental to mankind, or attempt 
to detttroy peace by militarLsm. .But 
the nâtlôns "were" hot -yet ready for 
that. The only preventative to the 
present danger, wliich was greatest 
than many realized, was interest and 
cooperation. And he had faith in the 
outcome. He was sure the peojilc of 
the world would do what the situation 
demanded and apply the same principle 
they did in their private lives. He 
was convinced that the pooploa of the 
world Intended to be friends and bro- 
thers, and NO destroy this militarism 
which threatened to destroy the peace 
at the world today.
